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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because such must be submitted of 
a separate page with no surplus material. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the proper or a label must be employed 
for all blocks and circle shown in figure 1 in accordance with 37 CFR 1.84N, O.. 
Con-ected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Objections 

Claims 11,12, and 15-26 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot serve as a base for another 
multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Aggers et al, Kabat et al, or Gurr. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graiiam v, Jolin Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue, 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Gurr. 

Gurr shows the security system and provides for bidirectional communication 
between a master (MCS) and electrical devices CD, see figure 1. 

The communication medium is a power line, see cols. 7 and 8. 

The artisan recognizes that the programmable means in the substation injection 
unit may control other electrical devices by nature of the bidirectional characteristics. 

The recited request on control reads on the command data of Gurr. 

The tum off control signal may be a command and would be obvious. 

The remaining claim limitations involve routine skilled of the artisan with respect 
to programming the computer at the master station or the device. 
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Polling is within the capabilities of the skilled artisan and would not involve 
patentable invention. 

The repeatedly sent signal with random timing would not involve patentable 
invention since the artisan recognizes that signals are repeated for assured reception. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Barritt, Valiulis, and Cook are cited as showing additional master 
remote communications.
